pean country except Kussia, and its 
members are reputed to be the lead- 
ing financial experts of the continent 
They are expected to dev ise prac- 
ticable plans for stiaightenmg out 
Europe's economic machmery 
Louis Barthou s address yesterday, 


the hreport of which quickly spread 
through conference circles was wide 
ly commented upon this morning as 
indicating that France while persist 
ently conciliatory, is determined to 
play no second fiddle at Genoa

Is Suicide of Widow 


New York, April 14—Another trag 
edy growing out of the sensational 
murder of Dr Abraham Glickstem 
>y Mrs Lillian Raizen in Brooklyn 
ast December was recorded today 
when his widow, Mrs Anna Click 
stem ended her life by leaping from 
the third story window of her moto- 
r's home in Brooklyn 
The doc 
:or's mother dropped dead at his 
funeral. 
Mrs Glickstem had been 


aboring under a heavy mental strain 
since her husband had been shot, 
members of the family indicated, and 
t was said she had been brooding 
oven the recent acquittal of Olivia 
VI. P. Stone, for the murder of Ellis 
Guy Kinkaid, former Cincinnati law- 
yer 
Mrs .Raizen who has confessed 


the murder of Dr. Glickstein is now 
a prisoner in the same jail where 
Miss Stone was incarcerated, await- 
ng trial. 


The suicide of Mrs 
GlicKstem Is 


the third death in a tragic series 
which began last December when 
Dr. Abraham Glickstem, a practioner 
of some 
prominence In 
Brooklyn, 


waa alain by a woman who bad been 


admitted \vith other patients to his 
office. 
The 
actual 
shooting was 


not witnessed by any of the other 
patients in the physician's waiting 
room, and the first that was known 
of was when Dr Glickstem tumbled 
through a door and fell djmg across 
the threshold 
His assailant had 


escaped by a rear door to the inner 
office 


For several davs the police of New 


York pursued 
various clues, but 
three davs after the shooting a worn 
an named Mrs Lillian Raizen sur- 
rendered to the police confessing 
she had shot and killed Dr Glick- 
stein. 
She declared her motive was 


vengance for an operation the physi- 
cian had performed upon her, which 
rendered her incapable of becoming 
a mother 
She admitted she had for 


several years been "under the influ- 
ence" of the doctor and had sub 
mitted to the alleged operation at 
his request

"These are questions that have 
brought one couple into the divorce 
courti. Let us analyse them. 


, "A genuine kiss—not the kind that 
some society ladles slap on each 
other's foreheads or noses—is a sign 
of deep affection, a pledge of devo- 
tltOn, a seal of indenture to one's 
love. 


"The kiss symbolizes worship at 
the shrine of love. Next to love it- 
self, it is the most potent agency for 
hope, courage, human service and 
health. 


"Only those who truly love each 
other have the right to kiss—as hus 
bands and wives, parents and chil- 
dren. 


"Loveless, heartless Or mechanical 
kisses are mockeries. 


"The genuine kiss is void of super- 
ficlalties of conventionalities—and is 
spontaneous. It carries, inherently, 
a surrender of former reserve or 
artificial dignity. 


"The time to kiss is when both feel 


like it. The place to kiss is wher- 
ever they happen to be. 


"The woman who really loves her 
husband is happy to be kissed by 
him any time, any place, and in any 
style. 
She craves 
to be kissed. 
What's more she wants the whole 
world to know it! She is proud of it! 
"There are thousands of women who 
would like to sue their husbands for 
divorce on the grounds that they ar 
not kissed at all—not even in pr: 
vate. 


"A wife who refuses her husband' 
kiss is revolting against her inne 
self as a means of freeing hersel 
from matrimonial bondage.

Tennessee College Boy 


Invents Machine Which 
Rids Fields of Bugs 
Menacing Crops. 


James E Cross, Kenton, Tenn.. col- 


lege boy, has quit school to fight 
bu«g. 


He's going to fight 'cm with the 


only bug catching device of its kind 
in the world, on which joung Cross 
has just been granted a patent. He 
calls It the "bis: Bertha," and de- 
clares if he can only get enough 
of his machines in action this will 
soon be a bugless world. 


He got hit, idea from the age-old 


story of the moth and the flame. 
But his light is an electric globe 
that illuminates a space of 1,000 
yards. 


When the winged pests investigate 
the source of the light, a small elec- 
tric turbine at the 
base of the ma- 


chine creates a vacuum, which sucks 
them into the big funnel containing 
the light and down through a tube 
to the maw of the machine and into 
a trap. 


Cross was reared on a cotton plan- 


tation and has always been inter- 
ested in the fight made by the farm- 
ers to check the ravages of the boll 
weevil that la&t >ear destroyed one- 
third of the nation's cotton crop.

Cheese cakes make nice desserts 


for luncheon for dinner. They are 
specially 
appreciated by the cook 


when pie 
"timber" giows scarce. 
These are real English recipes but 
the pounds and ounces have been 
worked out in tablespoons and cups 
for the American hou&e keeper who 
measures rather than weighs her in- 
gredients. 


Almond Cheese Cakes 


One cup shredded almonds, 1 2 cup 
sugar, 2 eggs, 1 tablespoon corn- 


starch, 4 tablespoons butter, 2 table 
spoons stmvsb&iVy jam, men pie 
dough. 
I'se one whole egg and jolk of 


one. Beat well and giadually beat m 
the corns,tarch. Add fcugar. almonds 
and butter melted 
Mix well and 


add one eighth teaspoon nutmeg. 


Line patty pans with rich pSe 


dough, spread about one half tea- 
spoon of the jam in each shell and 
fill with the mixture. Bake 25 min- 
utes in a moderate oven 
This rule 


will make nine or 10 cakes,. 


Folkestone Cheese Cakes. 
Two cups milk, 1 2 cup sugar, 1-4 


cup rice flour, 4 tablespoons butter, 
1 cup currents (cleaned and picked), 
1 lemon (grated rind), 2 eggs, 1-4 
teaspoon salt, rich pie dough. 


Simmer rich flour in milk for half 


an hour, stirring to prevent burn- 
ing 
Add butter, sugar, lemon rind, 


eggs well beaten and salt. Stir and 
cook by tlw> side of the fue until the 
mixture thickens. 


Let cool blightly and pour into 


patty pans> lined with the pie dough. 
Sprinkle currants on top of each 
cake and bake half an hour in a 
hot oven. 


If the oven does not bake well on 


the bottom partially bake the crust 
before filling with cheese cake mix- 
ture. 


Lemon Cheese Cakes 


This rule will make two dozen and 
a half cheese cakes 
The mixture 


will keep several weeks if stored in 


a dry, cool place in a tightly cov 
ered jar. 


One pound loaf sugar, 1-2 cup but- 


ter, 6 eggs, 3 lemons, finely shredded 
candied peel. 


Use the grated rind of two lemons 


and the juice of three. Put sugar, 
lemon rind and strained juice and 
butter in a smooth sauce pan and 
stir over hot water or a very slow 
fire until the sugar is dissolved 


Beat yolks of eggs and add slowly 
to first 
mixture. 
Stir and 
cook 


slowly until mixture thickens. Let 
cool before using. 
Line patty pang 


with rich crust, fill them about three 
quarters full with the mixture, add 
a few strips of the candied peel and 
bake 20 minutes in a moderate oven.
